T [ ' DIFFICULTY LEVEL 

WHAT you'll need: 

Frames with mats, sample pots 
of paint, paintbrush, paint roller 


Watching the classic 1958 film Indiscreet, 
I fell in love with the grid of frames with 
brightly coloured mats and black and 
white sketches in Ingrid Bergman's 
character's London flat. I had a collection 
of black and white paintings to hang, so I 
decided to create my own mid-century 
modern-inspired display. Here's how: 


1. Choose frames and remove mats Pick 
several plain black or white frames, remove 
the mats and set frames aside. (You could 
use a wood-toned or coloured frame, but 

I liked the contrast of the graphic black 
frame against the vivid hue of the mat.) 

2. Pick paint colours I selected a different 
bright colour for each frame so that 

the finished project would have a big 
impact, but you could choose a few colours 
that are variations on one shade — 
whatever works best with your decor. 

3. Paint mats Give each mat a first coat of 
paint with a small paintbrush. While the 
paint is still wet, gently go over it with a 
small paint roller to even out the colour 
and smooth any visible brushstrokes. 

Let dry, then apply at least one more coat 
using the same technique. (Some of my 
darker hues required a third coat.) Repeat 
with a different paint colour for each mat. 

4. Reassemble frames Once all mats have 
dried, place the mats and artwork in the 
frames and hang. I filled my frames with 
simple botanical silhouettes, but you could 
use line drawings or black and white 
photos — anything with a simple subject in 
black and white.

BACKGROUND: For Bobbie Burgers, there was no other path but art. "I've been 
painting my whole life." she says. "I come from a very creative family. We didn't 
have a TV when I was growing up; instead, we did a lot of painting and drawing, 
taking courses at Emily Carr University of Art + Design and Arts Umbrella and 
things like that." After high school, she spent a year painting in Provence. She 
returned to Canada and earned an art history degree from the University of 
Victoria, exhibiting her work while studying. Since then, she's become a name 
on the Canadian arts scene. 


HER WORK: On the surface. Burgers' body of work looks like an in-depth 
exploration of flowers, but she says her paintings aren't actually about tulips 
and roses at all. Rather, her subjects are a way to explore colour and movement. 
While figurative, her work has always been loose and large, suggesting a 
personal impression of the subject over a concerted focus on a realistic 
depiction. But recently, she's returned to her earliest stylistic impulses, painting 
with an even more abstract, expressive style that includes accidental drips and 
splashes, all with the goal of imbuing the canvas with emotion and depth. 
Though she's started working in sculpture and mixed media, she's not quite 
done with flowers yet. Instead, she's trying to make them say more. "I want my 
flowers to be stronger. Even though they're traditionally feminine subject 
matter. I want them to exude power."

W hen you spend weeks 
on end exploring the 
fashion capitals of 
the world, your home 
really does become your sanctuary. 
This is especially true for Nicholas 
Mellamphy, whose city-centre 
condo is a mere five-minute walk 
from his job as a V.P. and head 
buyer for The Room — the designer 
boutique at Hudson’s Bay. His decor 
is fashionably simple: graphic black 
and white with pops of what he 
calls “Venetian green,” balanced by 
his favourite colour, pink. This is 
the stage set for the insanely chic 
objets found on the haute-couture 
trail: a Venetian mask created by 
Erickson Beamon for Italian Vogue 
(Lady Gaga wore one from the 
same series) on the dining table; 
repurposed window-display art 
from his days at Gucci Group on 
Bloor Street on the walls; and a 
framed note from the late designer 
L’Wren Scott in the kitchen. 

A home has to satisfy all the 
senses, according to Nicholas: 

“I love the way pink makes me feel. 
Like Laduree rose petal confit, it 
evokes the scent, the texture, the 
aesthetic.” In decorating his home, 
he turned to friends like visual 
curator-stylist-artist Helen Krispis 
and designers Janis Bell and 
Sharon Mimran for advice and 
inspiration. As with his personal 
style, there’s a saucy hint of 
showman here: “I like a bold pant, 
and I’ve been dedicated to bow ties 
and pocket squares for many 
years.” At home, the decorating 
equivalent of that standout style 
— rich fabrics, bold patterns and 
bright splashes of colour — abounds. 

After weeks of travelling, 
Nicholas’s happy place is his 
bedroom, where he can be found 
every Saturday when he’s in town 
trying to make a dent in the 
towering pile of books beside his 
bed. For all its sartorial style, the 
condo really is a refuge: “In my 
home, I like elegant and minimal.

My first realization of how strongly fashion can 
influence decorating, and vice versa, came in 1985 
when Meryl Streep as Karen Blixen stood on the 
porch of her Dutch Colonial home in British East 
Africa wearing safari breeches and draped with a 
tribal shawl of many colours. She was arranging the 
woven rattan chairs, waiting for Robert Bedford to 
return (who wouldn’t?!). The film was Out of Africa, 
and everything about those interiors — from the 
armchairs slipcovered in tea-stained chintz to the 
English bone china and crystal — was a set designer’s 
vision of perfection. Banana Republic was selling 
safari-style clothes that year, and Ralph Lauren’s 
home collections were launched, so you could 
actually buy his American version of British Colonial- 
style fabrics and furniture. 

The topic was on my mind when, in 1987, 

I was working on a story for the newly relaunched 
House & Home about Mr. Lauren and his vision for

home. We learned how his home collection was 
borne out of necessity, because he needed the perfect 
setting for his models — spaces that didn’t actually 
exist in real life. As we said in the article, “his purist 
visions of fashion — which appear to harken back 
almost sentimentally to the days before synthetics, 
before attention to detail became lost in mass- 
production — are designed to place his men, women 
and children in a timeless dimension, like actors 
suspended in a play. And with his bountiful, 
beckoning roomfuls of props and accessories, he 
has taken his visions yet another step further by 
providing detailed, extravagant sets for his characters 
to live in.” Thanks to him and so many of his peers 
who followed suit, we now have home collections 
that mirror the sensibilities of our best-known 
fashion designers.

Or if you feel inspired, you can come 
up with your own version of a designer’s 
style. You don’t have to buy Calvin’s 
dishes to get the look. You can find 
muddy-toned, irregular- shaped dishes 
that cost less and deliver the same organic 
vibe. It seems easier to find options in 
stark modern designs that are, to be 
frank, more easily copied. 

It’s more challenging when you’re 
trying to find throw pillows for your sofa 
that mirror, say, the lush patterns and 
intense dyes of a Dries Van Noten scarf. 
For that, you need to be truly creative. 

Ask yourself, “What would the designer 
do if he were making a throw pillow from 
scraps he could buy?” He might use a yard 
of sari silk or a piece of African mudcloth 
or even a remnant of faded printed linen 
— and then back his pillow with crushed 


velvet in dark plum for that exotic, global 
style we’ve come to associate with him. 

Ever since the crossover. I’ve marvelled 
at how much my own visual vocabulary 
is influenced by the work of my favourite 
fashion designers: Donna Karan, Levi 
Strauss, Vince, Rick Owens, Lanvin, 
Marni, Celine and Hermes. Find your 
own connection and bring it home to 
your rooms — if you haven’t already. 
Often, it’s instinctive. If you love richly 
woven textiles combined with modern 
shapes, you’ll appreciate MissoniHome’s 
newest collection (see page 62). Or, 
if you crave the sporty, equestrian- 
inspired designs of Hermes, then you’ll 
appreciate the same craftsmanship and 
timeless design that informs the 
Hermes home line. 

It doesn’t all have to be expensive, 
either. Kate Spade’s Saturday line for 
West Elm is incredibly well-priced. 
Ultimately, the goal is to have a home 
that’s guided by the same style that 
fills your closet. And by the way, 

Mr. Lauren wrote us a letter about that 
1987 article. He sent it by snail mail, 
of course, and we framed it. Almost 30 
years later, it’s still the perfect reminder 
of a designer whose influence extends 
far beyond the runway.

THE LENSMASTER 

Carlyle Routh 

T oronto-based Carlyle has been working as a fashion 
and beauty photographer for the last five years, shooting 
editorials for publications like The Globe and Mail and Zink 
Magazine, as well as campaigns for fashion and accessories 
brands Pink Tartan, Victoria Emerson and Danier. 

THE SPACE: Carlyle's home in West End Toronto, which she shares 
with her husband, contractor Gavin Abrey (whose company, Douglas 
Reid Renovations, worked on the house) is a study in simplicity — 
a light-filled, clean space with white walls that act as a backdrop for 
her photographs and paintings. "I tend to choose furniture and 
accessories that match the aesthetic of the architecture while 
adding a touch of fun through their form, material or colour," she 
says. With her studio located just around the corner, her home is 
both a retreat and a wellspring of inspiration. "I have my art and 
fashion books and magazines here, and it's a place where I can relax 
and expand my creative horizons." 

THE WORK: Her photography reflects a bold play of tone and light, 
and she cites famed fashion photographer Guy Bourdin as an 
inspiration. "I try to reflect the aspirations of my clients while 
exploring my own creative impulses on a shoot," she says. "If there's 
one thing that most people comment on, it's how I use light to 
create clear, formal compositions in my images, which I believe 
stems from having a background in painting."

PROFILE 
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AS HEAD OF THE FAMILY- RUN, Quebec-based retailer Simons, Peter is in the process of bringing his stores 
— an innovative mix of high-low fashion and home decor — to the rest of Canada over the next two years. 

THE SPACE: Peter moved into his new-build home in a pastoral setting on lie d'Orleans near Quebec City 
with his wife and his two children less than two years ago. He describes his decor aesthetic as "modern artsy 
bohemian." The house, with its cement floors and large windows, serves as a respite from days spent travelling. 
"I like the way the house relates to nature," he says. "It's a place to get away. Just being able to recharge in a 
natural environment and be comfortable where you are is an inspiration in itself." 

THE WORK: Peter is busier than ever, overseeing the launch of six new stores across Canada (Gatineau 
in August, Vancouver this fall, Toronto and Qttawa in 2016, and Calgary and a second Edmonton location in 
2017). First founded in Quebec City in 1840, La Maison Simons is far from traditional with its sleekly designed 
spaces and commissioned modern art installations. Qffering a mix of fast-fashion private labels alongside 
fashion designers such as Zero + Maria Cornejo and Clover Canyon, the retailer understands how the design- 
savvy customer shops now. "We're not a department store; we're more of a large-scale specialty boutique," 
says Peter. "It's a unique mix — it relates to how people shop. The variety allows it to evolve with tastes."

DEXTER IS ONE of the founders, along with his twin brother, 
Byron, of buzzy utilitarian-chic luggage and travel bag line 
Want Les Essentiels de la Vie and Montreal-based lifestyle 
boutique Want Apothecary. His wife, Maria, runs her own 
PR company, Zoi Agency. She creates campaigns and events 
for fashion and lifestyle heavyweights such as H&M, Tiffany 
& Co., Adidas Originals and, of course. Want. 

THE SPACE: The couple, along with their daughters, Kaya 
Sofia, 5, and Sierra Joanne, 2, live in Montreal's Habitat 67, the 
housing concept/architectural landmark created by architect 
Moshe Safdie for Expo 67. The building's block-like exterior is 
a perennial source of inspiration for the couple: "What 
inspires me most is the play of light and dark, how the 
shadows hit the structure's angles at different times of the 
day," says Dexter. The interior space, meanwhile, with its 
modern, clean lines and natural materials like brass, walnut 
and marble, is like an oasis. "The water and city views are 
breathtaking," says Maria. "They bring our home such a sense 
of calm and will likely add some years to my life!" 

THE WORK: Want Les Essentiels de la Vie's streamlined 
weekender bags, briefcases and backpacks are made from 
high-grade leathers and organic cottons, and designed with 
thoughtful elements like magnetic front pockets. The fashion 
world has taken notice: following an exclusive women's bag 
collab with J. Crew for Holiday 2013, the brand's women's 
collection landed at Barneys New York last fall. Now, Want Les 
Essentiels de la Vie has moved beyond bags and into footwear 
— a considered collection of men's derby shoes and sneakers 
just launched for spring. 

Meanwhile, Maria is rarffytrff the clock, with offices in 
Montreal and New York, and agrowing roster of international 
clients. Her most exciting project to date: the launch of casual- 
chic clothing store Maison Kitsune in New York in 2012. And 
at this stage in her career, she's able to pick and choose 
who she aligns with. "When I founded my agency 15 years 
ago, the main reason was to partner with brands and 


people who inspire me," she says.

THE SPACE: Chris's 1920s midtown 
Toronto home exudes a classic eclectic 
aesthetic, with furniture and artwork 
reflecting diverse time periods and 
styles and a palette of grey tones 
lending a masculine yet intimate feel.

Wanda Jelmini 

MissoniHome’s creative direetor dishes 
on how the runway influences her designs.

MissoniHome s latest collection 
was shot at a villa that overlooks 
Italy's Lake Maggiore. 


BASED IN: Milan 

BACKSTORY: Wanda Jelmini is the creative head of 
the home division of Italian fashion giant Missoni. She 
has been an integral part of the brand's look since its 
very beginning — she was studying interior 
decorating when her aunt Rosita Missoni, recruited 
her to work on the very first home collection. 


House & Home: When did you first 
realize you loved design? 

Wanda Jelmini: I can honestly say 
that Fve loved design since 
childhood. In my earliest memories, 
Fm interested in colours, fascinated 
by objects and how everything can 
come together. Designing and 
creating have always been passions. 

H&H: What does your house in 
Milan look like? 

Wj: It was built in the early 1900s, 
and architecturally speaking, it’s 
a culmination of Art Nouveau and 
Art Deco. Inside, it’s very much 
my style: a bit of everything, and a 


fusion of colours and calmness at 
the same time. My favourite room 
in the house is my bedroom — it 
feels like it’s in the sky. 

H&H: What inspires you? 

WJ: I love finding odd things 
in flea markets and old shops. 

I love art, especially paintings 
and sculptures — Fm very inspired 
by Matisse, Warhol and the 
Romantics. And, of course, there 
are years of motifs and patterns 
from Missoni’s fashion line that 
can spark an idea. We have the 
memories; we just choose which 
of them to revisit.

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H&H: Have you done any travel 
recently that got your creative 
juices flowing? 

WJ: I haven’t travelled so much 
recently, especially for leisure! The 
last time I had a proper holiday was 
a trip to Australia. I was relieved to 
feel a completely new energy there. 
It renewed and refreshed me. 


H&H: What’s it like working so 
closely with your family? 

WJ: Working in a family business 
can sometimes be hard. Fm 
emotional and Fm always telling 
the truth, even if it’s a little direct 
at times, which can be problematic 


for the rest of the family. I’ve 
learned over the years to be a 
little more diplomatic! 


H&H: How connected are Missoni’s 
fashion and home lines? 

WJ: Our collections definitely do 
relate to the runway, but not 
necessarily to the most current 
fashions. There has been a real 
demand for vintage in recent 
years, so we’ve been reinspired 
by our Missoni fashion archives. 
We recently revived lace motifs 
for furniture upholstery, but 
with a new technique that gives 
them a 3-D effect. 


H&H: Does Missoni’s iconic aesthetic 
ever feel like a constraint? 

WJ: Not at all! There is a Missoni 
“code.” It’s like a language, which is 
in no way a negative. So if you’re 
“talking” Missoni, you can translate 
anything to fit within its framework. 
Any theme can be implemented. 


H&H: What’s one design trend you 
would never follow? 

WJ: I don’t want to say minimalism, 
because it can be done in a fun way, 
but I don’t appreciate anything that 
is purposely sparse. It goes against 
everything cosy and homey that 
I love. 


SEESHOPPINGLIST 
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Tucked inside a restored London coach house, this 
principal bedroom is a tranquil refuge from hectic city 
life. Brit designer Jonathan Reed used a palette of deep 
blue, putty and warm wood to create a look that’s both 
serene and sophisticated. The scheme also connects the 
sleeping area with an elegant adjoining closet. It’s a 
serious upgrade on standard clothes storage, with glass- 
paned doors that give the room a more open feel and 
put a tidy collection of garments on permanent display. 
For some softness, Reed brought in a suede headboard, 
rustic blanket and Beni Ouarain rug, as well as a few 
understated accents like a metal sconce for reading, trad 
nightstand and simple, Asian-inspired stool.

MAKEOVER 



Fit is everything in fashion. Without the 
right fit, it matters not what colour or 
texture is applied. And the same can be said 
for interiors. What luck, then, that my friend 
Lisa Tant — vice president of exclusive 
services at Holt Renfrew and former editor- 
in-chief at Flare magazine — knows a good 
fit when she sees one. 

“I bought my home the night I saw it,” Lisa says. “Those big 
picture windows and the rooftop deck sold me. But the place was 
dated — from nondescript paint on the walls to an old honey-toned 
wood floor and stair rail. The scale of the project was too much for 
me to take on piecemeal. Enter Tommy!” 

Fve known Lisa for some time, so I quickly knew what needed to 
be done. I also knew that a woman who describes her oven as “that 
hot box over in the corner” was looking for a kitchen that would feel 
unkitcheny but would still function in all ways. Fve worked with 
Ikea Installation Services on dozens of kitchens, and it's taught me 
that when quality and speed are the order of the day and style and 
flexibility cannot be set aside — the answer has a Swedish accent. 


< MASTER THE ART 
OF DISGUISE 


Several walls in the kitchen and dining 
area were clad in 2" x 4" Calacatta 
marble tile to link the two spaces. 
There's no rule that says storage 
solutions for kitchens have to look 
clinical — especially in a home with an 
open plan. I wanted the dining area to 
feel formal — even though kitchen 
storage had to bleed into this space. 

I used Ikea's new Sektion kitchen 
cabinetry in the dining area but 
modified it to look like an uberchic 
sideboard with centre-mounted 
vintage gold hardware. Mirror, Of 
Things Past; hardware (throughout). 
The Door Store; tile, Creekside Tile; all 
accessories. Vintage Fine Objects. 




A LOOK TO YOUR ICONS 

I wanted to give Lisa's home a nod to French fashion without feeling 
overtly themed. The wheat sheaf a favourite motif of Yves Saint Laurent 
takes the form of a gilt cocktail table here. (Coco Chanel used a similar 
table in her fabled Paris pied-a-terre on rue Cambon.) The decidedly 
French Louis XVI-style chairs were dressed in black and white leopard 
print an unexpected take on a classic fashion pattern. Photographs by 
MaxAbadian (top left, top right, bottom right) and Chris Nicholls (bottom 
left); Stockholm sofa, Ikea; coffee table.

> MAKE IT PRETTY AND PRACTICAL 

Since the kitchen is visible from the main living areas, I had to come up with 
a look that wouldn't make Lisa feel as though, no matter where she sat, she 
was "in the kitchen." Flat-front doors and drawers in sharp white were framed 
in black for a custom look. Next, we hid as many of the functional appliances 
as possible: the Ikea cooktop is separate from the undermounted wall oven, 
and both were selected to blend into the quartz-composite countertops and 
cabinet-fronts respectively. A hardware-free door panel conceals the range 
hood, and the fridge's white doors are framed in the same black gables used 
elsewhere. The kitchen's new look is as clean-lined and tailored as a bespoke 
suit, even though it's assembled from ready-to-go — or should I say, ready- 
to-wear — separates. Tiling, plumbing, electrical and kitchen installation, 
Ikea Installation Services; contractor, PEG Reno; Sektion/Veddinge white and 
Sektion/Tingsryd wood-e//ect black cabinetry, Tingsryd cover panels (as trim), 
built-in exhaust fan, cooktop, fridge, Ikea. 


< CUSTOM-TAILOR FOR YOUR NEEDS 

The main footprint of Lisa's kitchen stayed more or less the 
same, but I did make a few critical adjustments to create a 
more user-friendly plan and upscale look. A narrow wall that 
anchored the peninsula impeded flow but contained a conduit 
so it couldn't be removed. We shaved off 22" and now have a 
structural-looking column rather than an awkward wall. The 
new peninsula was moved closer to the back wall to give the 
living area more space. We replaced the original dated floor 
tile with a prefinished walnut hardwood, which now runs all 
through the condo. Caesarstone Quartz countertops in Jet Black, 
through Ikea; Hallviken sink, appliances, Ikea; flooring, Torlys.

A CAMOUFLAGE IS ALWAYS IN STYLE 

I'm no snob when it comes to TV, but I don't find televisions to be as beautiful as they are 
useful. Since Lisa's priorities are conversation and reading, I had to find a way to minimize 
the unit's presence. The backside of the kitchen island provided a perfect hiding spot. 

I customized the cabinets to allow for an undermounted flatscreen, which blends into the 
all-black side of the island. The whole space, at long last, feels a lot more like Lisa herself — 
bright, stylish and clever. Faucet Rubinet; pendants. Union Lighting & Furnishings. 


^ADD SOME DRAMA 

A facet-like transom over the 
windows meant the drapery rods 
had to be installed lower than I'd 
prefer, but the bold vertical stripes 
on the drapes lift the eye and give 
the illusion of height. They also 
alleviated the budget: inexpensive 
Ikea fabric by the yard got a tailored 
treatment with sewing and hardware 
by Tonic Living. A vintage table in 
chrome and glass floats in front of 
the window and doesn't block sight 
lines.

E ven though Rebecca Taylor’s namesake 
fashion line is carried in 26 countries by 
stores like Bloomingdale’s, Saks Fifth Avenue 
and Bergdorf Goodman, and despite the fact 
that Reese Witherspoon, Rashida Jones and 
Kate, the Duchess of Cambridge, are fans, you can be 
forgiven for not knowing much about the designer herself. 
“I prefer the clothes to speak for themselves. And hell, 

Fm just a small-town Kiwi girl; we don’t go in for all that 
kind of stuff,” she says. 

What does she go in for? The film Moonstruck, for one. 

It not only inspired the adventurous New Zealander 


to move to New York in 1992, but was also responsible 
for her dream of one day owning a classic brownstone. 

“For me, the brownstone is the quintessential New York 
experience. I always wanted to own one,” she says. So when 
Rebecca and her husband, artist Wayne Pate, found out she 
was pregnant with their twin daughters, Zoe and Isabel, 
now 8, they decided to leave their renovated two -bedroom 
apartment and find Rebecca’s dream house. “When we saw 
this property, it felt like coming home,” she says. 

The four-storey, five-bedroom Park Slope brownstone 
had ample space for the couple’s growing family, which 
expanded two years later when son Charlie, now 6, was

born. And because 
the house had good 
bones, there was 
minimal structural 
work to be done. 

“We gutted the two 
bathrooms, replaced 
the fittings and put 
in very classic black 
and white subway 
tile. We were quite 
traditional in keeping 


with the 1890s style 
of the house,” says Rebecca. The existing kitchen 
was also out, replaced with a marble-topped 
island, oodles of storage and the same hexagonal 
floor tiles used in the bathrooms, but this time in 
the softest dove grey. “It’s a fantastic kitchen but 
it doesn’t get used that often because I don’t have 
time to cook! Like many New Yorkers who have 
lots of cheap takeout places nearby, we usually 
end up ordering in.” 

The couple also invested in gallons of Benjamin 
Moore’s Atrium White and set to work painting 
out their home’s heavy wood mouldings, a move 
that caused some consternation among their 
friends. “They said, ‘You’re painting all this 
lovely wood!’ But it has opened up the whole place 
and given it the light, Scandinavian feel that we 
adore.” Like Rebecca’s clothing, her home is now 
a study in elegant simplicity. “I still regularly have 
pinch-me-I’m-dreaming moments,” she says. 
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Pocket doors allow 
the kitchen to be 
hidden from view 
or opened up to the 
living room for an 
open-concept flow.

FROM REBELLIOUS 
TEEN TO NEW 
YORK'S APOSTLE 
OF PRETTY. 

It's hard to believe that as 
a teenager Rebecca Taylor 
was a goth, but she admits 
that under the black 
clothing and heavy makeup 
beat an unashamedly girly 
heart. "I blame my mother; 

I've always had that 
feminine vibe. She dressed 
me in lots of broderie 
anglaise and pin-tucks, and 
that's very much what my 
clothing is about now." 

After a five-year stint 
designing for Cynthia 
Rowley, Rebecca launched 
her eponymous label with 
business partner Beth 
Bugdaycayin 1996 at the 
age of 26. The duo did 
everything out of Rebecca's 
miniscule apartment, from 
making the patterns to 
sewing the clothes. Their 
first order was from Saks 
Fifth Avenue. "We were so 
green back then; we had 
no idea of the volume of 
work that would be needed 
to fill that first order. We 
worked all day designing 
and manufacturing and did 
the shipping at night," she 
says. It worked, and the 
pair pulled in more than 
$1 million in sales in the 
first year. 

Today, Rebecca and Beth 
have 65 staff working out of 
their Manhattan studio who 
help realize their seasonal 
collections. For Spring/ 
Summer 2015, Rebecca 
was inspired by the dresses 
her mother found at 
London's Portobello Market 
in the 1970s. Think printed 
chiffon, ruffles and pleats. 
Pretty with an edge! 
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The renovated kitchen was given a classic 
black, white and grey palette that suits the 
1890s home. The new Shaker-style cabinets, 
classic white subway tile backsplash, marble 
counters and hexagonal floor tiles laid in 
a diamond pattern dovetail nicely with the 
brownstone's original mouldings, but reflect 
the young family's relaxed modern style.

HOUSE & HOME: Looking at your home, it’s like 
you put Morocco, Victorian England and a 
Saskatchewan farmhouse into a blender and 
somehow came up with this perfectly balanced 
mix in downtown Toronto. What’s the trick? 
VIRGINIAJOHNSON: I have no idea! I just fall in 
love with pieces. Like the chintz sofas that I bought 
at a secondhand store in Toronto: I fell in love 
and handed over my credit card. Fm not organized 
enough to come up with a master plan and execute 
it. I don’t have a lot of confidence in three 
dimensions, because I don’t have a great eye 
for proportions. But I love things that are old, 
made by hand, inspiring and happy. 


H&H: So you just stuffed it all together and 
hoped it would work? 

Vj: I had a lot of help. My sister-in-law, Toronto 
designer Litsa Trochatos, was the principal 
designer of our house. She helped my husband, 
Louis [Trochatos], and I with the layout. Then, I 
consulted two New York designers, Christopher 
Knight and Jan Eleni Lemonedes. They weighed in 
on a few of the bigger moves. I had read about Jan 
on Remodelista. She suggested the glass wall [to 
close in the main staircase] instead of a banister to 
keep the design clean. Christopher is a friend of a 
friend. My biggest problem is editing; I fall in love 
with fabrics, then I don’t know where to use them. 
He gave me some sound design advice on editing 
them down. 


H&H: How can Canada’s high priestess of fabric 
need help with prints?! 

Vj: I know! I knew which prints I loved — I suffered 
from falling in love with so many and not knowing 
how to pare it all down. Fve been collecting 
textiles forever — at least 20 years — and I was 
so emotionally attached to all of them that I 
was paralyzed by indecision. 


H&H: What did your house look like when you 
bought it? 

VJ: We were living in our beautiful old Victorian 
semi when this two-storey brick box came up for sale 
across the street. Fm a pack rat, and Louis is an 
engineer who likes a very sleek, streamlined style. 

He wants every square foot to be functional. He 
hates things that are odd — he just wants a square 
box. And he had been suffering alongside all these 
things I kept bringing home, like all sorts of old 
hutches. The new house is a lot less cluttered — it 
just works better for us. And I knew it was the 
right move because I wouldn’t feel sad ripping the 
newer, unhistorical house apart. There were no 
lovely old bones, continued on page 132

We've long coveted Virginia's 
signature pieces like vibrant 
wool shawls and breezy shifts. 
Today, her bright, youthful 
illustrations are featured on 
everything from throw pillows 
to scented candles, gold 
leather tote bags to ethereal 
silk caftans, and her wares are 
carried in stores around the 
world, including Barneys 
in New York and Liberty 
in London. 

It all started when the 
Toronto native studied fashion 
design at Parsons The New 
School of Design in New York. 
That was followed by a stint as 
an accessories designer for 
Helmut Lang, before she 
moved home in 2001 and 
launched her own collection. 
(She still collaborates with 
others as well — big names 
like j.Crew and Anthropologie 
— and has illustrated books 
for Deborah Needleman and 
Kate Spade.) 

Virginia cites childhood 
summers spent in her 
grandparents' garden on the 
shores of Lake Ontario as a 
major inspiration. "I'm drawn 
to the outdoors," she says. "I 
like bright and happy prints 
and pieces." A master of many 
trades — Virginia says her 
paintings, illustrations, fabrics 
and now her home line can 
come from the same source: 
"One is often inspiration for 
the next." 

Along with her usual lush 
offerings, this spring she adds 
a new line — le weekend by 
Virginia johnson. It features 
casual summer lifestyle 
pieces (clothing, accessories 
and home) priced under $50 
each, including geometric- 
patterned flip-flops, sweet 
totes, garden stools and 
equally gorgeous fashions.

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WHEN YOU LOVE quiet luxury and classic style, 
and live something of a jet-set lifestyle, it makes 
perfect sense to look to great hotels for decorating 
inspiration — or to take hotel-inspired living to its 
logical conclusion and actually move into one.

Mario, who runs the day-to-day operations of the 
fashion and lifestyle retailer, splits his time between 
Toronto, New York and Bridgehampton, N.Y. He likes 
the convenience of room service and the easy-to-access 
amenities, but he was tired of sleeping in a different 
hotel room with every stay. So he and his partner, 
Serkan Sarier, went with the best of both worlds:

H&H: So you gave yourself free rein to 
build a house that would perfeetly 
accommodate you and your two children 
[ages 3 and 5]. Tell us what you did.

ASK A DESIGNER™ 




Q WeYe finally redoing 
our laundry room, and 
Tm not sure where to start. 
Obviously, we want the 
room to be hardworking, but we'd also 
like it to be good-looking. Any advice? 
— N.B., via email 


A Of all the household chores, 
doing the laundry is my 
favourite. No, really! 
Transforming damp linens into a crisp 
tower of folds is work I find gratifying. 
Whether you share my affection or not, 

Fm sure we can agree that laundry is a task 
better enjoyed in a space that is well- 
designed. Here are the elements I think are 
essential in a great laundry room. 


1. Keep it light. Who wants to do four 
loads in a dark, heavy space? Laundry 
rooms should be light in colour and well-lit 
by natural or artificial light. The reasons 
are simple: Firstly, bright spaces lift the 
spirits. Secondly, a well-lit space is one in 
which it’s easier to see a stain, mend a 
button and iron a sharp collar. 


2, Mix up the storage. Laundry rooms 
should have utility beyond separating 
darks and lights. They should be versatile 
rooms, a space where you can also fix 
household items, wrap gifts or pot plants. 
The cabinetry should be a combination of

deep cupboards, drawers and open shelves. 
I tend to outfit the cupboards with plastic 
bins to hold things like small power tools, 
rolls of wrapping paper and plant pots. 

I tuck smaller hand tools or crafting items 
in the drawers, and reserve open shelves 
and countertops for items that need to be 
within reach, like a scrub brush, the 
laundry soap or spray bottles. Glass jars, 
metal buckets and woven baskets are great 
ways to hide necessities in plain sight. 

3. A big sink is key. A farmhouse-style 
sink is particularly handy because it’s big 
enough to soak a soiled tablecloth. What 
I like most about these kinds of sinks is 
that they sit lower than the countertop, 
making them easy to reach into — this 

is less stressful on the shoulders and back 
than a standard sink. 

4. Make air-drying simple. At Kelly Deck 
Design, we include a single clothing rod 

in every laundry room we design. It’s more 
efficient than pull-down racking because 
it can handle more items at one time and 
takes up less space. Ideally, you want the 
bar to be at least 4' from the floor so you 
can hang long shirts and frocks. Be sure 
to use a resilient finish like tile, stone or 
laminate on the floor below — hand- 
washed items may drip and could damage 
finishes like painted or wood floors. 

5. Choose durable counters. I like worry- 
free countertops in a laundry room, such 
as quartz composites like Caesarstone, 
because they’re resistant to stains and 
etching. A mid -toned grey counter can 
ground a very light space, preventing it 
from feeling like it might float away. 

6. Pick friendly flooring. Porcelain is my 
go -to for a laundry. It’s well-priced, resilient 
and low-maintenance. I recommend mid- 
toned neutral hues with subtle flecks — 
they help hide lint and dust bunnies if 

you haven’t had a moment to sweep.
